We will continue to be present 
at business meetings and determine ways we can be supportive. 

Visitor Center

the bikeway celebration. Angela will organize a thank-you reception for the volunteers who have helped out at 
the visitor center. She will try to organize a tour at the Dallin Museum, followed by refreshments. Bob R. 
mentioned that we should install a ceiling fan with light. The porch needs painting. We will contact Mike 
Raudemacher to see what can be done. 

Cultural District/Activities 

Steve reported on various arts activities: website launched on Town Day; committees have all been placed 
under one umbrella; public art, including at the bus shelters, is being used to connect the segments of the 
cultural district; ACA is almost done with its renovation and expects to open in late October. Ted commented on 
the website.
